Nine  residents 
diixl  outsuk'  the  District,  thus  we  get  a net-  rate  of  134  per  1,000  of 
the  popidation.  lu  RR S it  W’as  1 1 •;).

Fhthisis,  1 ; Drowning,  1 ; other  defined  diseases,  S. 

Of  tlie  i)  deaths  of  residents  who  died  outside  the  District, 
1 died  of  Cancc'r,  1 Heart  Disease,  1 Influenza,  1 Freniature  Birtli, 
and  d other  defined  diseases. 

Of  the  2 non-residents,  1 died  of  Heart  Disease,  and  1 was 
found  drowned.

HE.VSLES. — These  occurred  at  .\skltam  Hichaixl  wliere  an 
ejiideniic  broke  out  among.st  the  school  children.  It  was  of  a mild 
tvpe.  'fhere  were  no  deaths- 

SC.VRliET  P^FA’ER. — One  case,  an  adult,  was  notified  from 
Bishopthorpe.  The  other,  which  was  an  imported  case,  cccuired 
at  Dringhouses.  Both  were  isolated  at  home. 

'I'UBERCULOSIS,  2 cases. — Botli  were  adults  and  both 
|)roved  fatal.  The  first  was  a woman,  22  veal’s  of  age,  at 
Bish()|)tlK)ri)e,  wlio  was  renioveel  to  a Sanatorium  and  died  soon  after 
her  discharge  from  that  institution.  The  second  case  was  an  ex- 
arniv  man  who  had  contracted  the  dist'ase  whilst  in  the  ainiy,  an-d 
which  proved  fatal  after  his  return  home  to  Dringhouses- 

Ull  cases  of  infectious  disease  are  visited  by  the  Inspector  of 
Nuisances,  and  the  majority  by  myself.  Precautions  are  taken  to 
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prc'VX'iit  llie  extension  ol’  the  disease,  and  wlien  advisiihle  eases  aie 
[■enioNed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  Sanatoriuni,  etc.  Any  sanitarv 
defects  found  ace  attended  to,  and  clothing,  Ixxlding,  rooms,  etc.,  aie 
thoroughly  stoved  and  disinfected. 


S(>J1AL  AND  NATl'KAD  CONDITIONS  OF'TIIE  DISTRICT. 


1 he  inhabitants  are  chieilly  occuj)iecl  in  farming  and  trades 

dependent  thereon.  There  are  no  factories  or  woi'kshops  in  tlio 

District  ol  any  importance.  In  addition  to  tlie  attendance  of  the 

Poor  Paw  Medical  Oflicer,  cases  of  sickness  are  admitted  into  tlie 

"foi'k  County  Mospital  and  tlie  Poor  Paw  rnlirmary.  Antitoxin 
is  supplied  free  to  the  medical  men  on  request. 


REARING  OE  INFANTS. 


I he  Ministry  ol  Plealth  reipiests  that  all  possilile  measure^ 
should  Ire  taken  to  lower  the  inlantile  mortality  rate  throughout 
the  country,  d’he  West  Riding  County  Council  Child  Well  are  Suli- 


Committee  ha\e  in  hand  the  enormous  task  of  pi'oviding  an<l 
e(pii[)ping  suitable  centres  where  parturient  women  can  obtain 


medical  advice  and  treatment  free  of  chai'ge,  and  when'  babies  and 
school  children  will  lie  advised  iqron  or  treated  for  minor  ailments- 


Po-ituiiately,  your  District  is  well  supplied  with  g<x)d  wholeson  r* 
milk,  hut  1 would  advise  thc'  Council  to  again  have  re-distrihuted  the 
pamphlet  by  Dr.  K'ay-c'i,  the  County  Medical  OHieer,  on  the  “ Rcai'ing 
of  Infants."  Mudi  excellent  advice  is  given  therein,  and  if  the 
mstructions  are  carrii'd  out  would  help  to  keep  down  the  infantile 
mortality  rate  which  at  present  is  highly  satisfactoiy.

'I'his  is  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  Faye. 
Numerous  delects  are  found  and  treated.  These,  if  unatteiidixl  to, 
would  lead  toseiious  lesults.  A general  impnivement  in  the  health 

of  the.  school  children  is  to  lx>  stHin  as  the  result  of  the  svstemMic 
inspection. 
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IIOUSINC  AND  TOWN  PLANNINO  ACT. 

Tiu'  C’ouncil  are  lully  alive  to  tlie  re(|iiiremeiit.s  of  the  ni;4net, 
hut  the  scarcity  of  materials  and  lalx)ur  have  letaixUid  much  progre^-s- 
There  is  uo  serious  shortage  of  houses,  and  the  C’ouncil  have  uikUi 
consideration  a ^•clleme  that  will  fully  meet  the  re(|uii'e.ments  of  the 
Disti'ict.  1 nipi’ovements  to  defective  ashpits,  privies,  di'ains,  etc., 
have  had  attention  during  the  year.

-Ml 
tlie  Schools  I'.ave  1 ceii  hroi:ght  in  under  this  scheme.  .Mnuit  half 
the  houses  in  the  area  a.ix-  suppliecl  with  [tail  {))•  tub  closets,  ICO  with 
water  closets,  and  a number  with  privies  and  ooven'd  middens. 

The  sanitary  inspection  is  carried  out  by  the  Inspector  . of 
Nuisances,  and  under  his  sipjervision  a numtor  of  nuisances  and 
defects  have  been  remedied.
